Jammed 
With 
People 


This Afternoon When Two Di­ 


visions Meet There. 


FIV E DRUM CORPS MAKE NOISE 


Caravan on Each Side of the County 


Grew Larger as They Go From 


Place to Place. 


ENDS W ITH MEETING TONIGHT 


Forty-Five Automobiles Leave Here 


This Morning With Flags Flying 


and Horns Honking. 


Amid tlie n o ise of honking auto­ 


mobile horns and the 
confusion of 
sputtering engines, and 
with 
Hags 


and bunting flying forty-five automo­ 


biles left here at nine-forty o’clock 


this morning on the Republican au­ 
tomobile tour of the county. 


Jt was freely predicted today that 


if rain or snow1 did not interfere, the 
automobile caraviinf would surge in­ 
to Rushville this evening about five 
o’clock from 
Carthage one hundred 
automobiles strong. 


The itinerary called for the first 
meeting at Milroy at ten o’clock. The 
caravan 
-q>lit 
into 
two 
divisions 
there, one going up the eastern side 
of the county and the other up the 
western side of the county. 
They 
were to converse 
at 
Carthage 
by 
two-thirty o’clock 
this 
afternoon 
where a big meeting was held. 
The tour of the county 
will be 
climaxed with a monster torch light 
procession and speaking at the Coli­ 
seum. 
Speeches will be 
made 
by 
James E. Watson of this city and P. 
J. Lynch of Newcastle, Republican 
candidate for congress. 
The 
New­ 
castle glee club of twenty-five voices 
will sing. 
It is absolutely assured 
that the Coliseum will be heated. 
Fires were started this morning and 
left burning all day. 
Is is a s k e d that wherever possible 
women ride in automobiles in the 
parade tonight and that men 
walk. 
The automobiles for the parade will 
form in Morgan street north of Se­ 
cond and in First street west of 
Morgan. 
The marchers will form in 
Second street west of Morgan street. 


The parade 
will 
start 
moving 
about seven-thirty o’clock and will 
go east in Second to Main. North in 
Main to Ninth and west in Ninth 
to the Coliseum. 
Every marcher and every person 
,in an automobile 
vdill ho provided 
with a Hag and red 
fire.

fire w o rk s and W. A. Alexander will 
lead the procession as grand m ar­ 
shal. 
Word from 
Moscow 
at 
eleven 
o’clock this morning w a s that the 
auto caravan moving up the western 
side of the county was running on 
scheduled time. 
It was feared the 
party might reach the places desig­ 
nated on the itinerary late because 
the departure from Rushville was de­ 
layed ten minutes. 


A monster crowd greeted the tour­ 
ist s at Milroy when fifty decorated 
automobiles pulled up into the main 
street of the town. 
Several m a­ 
chines joined on the road to Milroy. 
A big decorated wagon suited for a 
speaking platform at Milroy. 
The 
street wfts clogged by automobiles 
and people. 
Charles A. Bookwalter of Indiana­ 
polis, P. J. Lynch and Judge Ed. 
Jackson 
of Newcastle, 
Republican 


candidate for secretary of state, all 
spoke at Milroy. 
There were seventy-five machines 
in the crowd when the caravan mov­ 
ed out of Milroy thirty-five heading 
out on the western 
tour 
of 
the 
county and the remainder taking the 
eastern route. 


Judge Jackson and 
Mr. 
Book­ 
walter made the speeches at each 
si op on the eastern route and Mr. 
Lynch spoke on the western tour, W. 
M. Sj larks introducing him.

Judge Megee, in a letter sent out 
to Progressives asking their support, 
seems* to have neglected the rest of 
the county ticket a> he makes no 
mention of it. 
But this i-; consider­ 
ed natural as a vote for the Bull 
Moose county ticket means a half 
vote for the Democrats and he is 
locking to his own interests and not 
the rest of the ticket. 
It may be 
that Judge Megee figures that the 
rest of the ticket can do it-, own 
fighting. 
At any rate the letter is an appeal 
for support. 
The action of Judge 
Megee in sending out letters is very 
unusual in the face of the fact that 
the Bull Moosers and 
Democrats 
have an understanding in Rushville 
and Ripley townships. 
In these two 
tovinships the Democrats have not 
put out township tickets and have 
signified their intentions of support­ 
ing the Bull Moose candidates for 
the township offices. 
Their award 
for this support was to come in the 
form of, v o te s from th e M o o s e rs tor 
Judge Megee and Donald Smith. 
It was suggested today that per­ 


h a p s Judge Megee saw that the plan 
was not going to work and this ac­ 
counts for his earnest appeal to the 
Moosers for help. 
Judge Megee has 
probably found out that the rank 
and file of the Democrat party 
in 
Ripley 
and 
Rushville 
townships 
would not stand for this kind of pol­ 
itics. 
The plan was “put across” by 
a few’ of the party leaders and it 
lias been in tin* air for some time 
that the rank and file would not s u p ­ 
port the Bull Moose ticket and a s a 
rebuke to the ring tactics would vote 
against Judge Megee 
and 
Donald 
Smith. 
It may be Unit for 
Ibis 
reason 
Judge Megee feared that the plan 
vimld not carry and decided to go 
after the Moosers by 
the 
letter 
route. 
The letter instructs the voter 
how’ to vote for Judge Megee and 
the Bull Moose county 
ticket, 
a 
sample ballot being inclosed. 
The 
letter is as follows: 
“ I had hoped to be able to see 
each voter in Rush county 
before 
election 
day and present to them 
personally my claim for their sup­ 
port at the November election for 
Judge of the Rush Circuit court, but 
(I find 1 cannot do so without neg­ 
lecting the duties of ray office. 
I 
appeal to you for your support up­ 
on the theory that the office of judge 
is certainly not a political office and 
anyone who w’ould make use of the 
office to promote the interests of any 
political party or advance his own 
political ambitions is certainly not 
fit for the office of judge. 
I have 
been on the bench a little over one 
year and feel sure I have adminis­ 
tered the office with the single pur­ 
pose to do equal and exaet justice 
to all alike, uninfluenced by poli­ 
tics or any clique whatever. 
I have 
but one pledge to make and that is 
if I am elected judge I will do my 
duty to the best of my ability fear­ 
lessly and without favor and you 
can give me your support with the, 
full assurance that I will keep this 
pledge. 
“Understanding that- you are a 
Progressive and have no candidate 
for judge I send you a sample bal-

dience When he Comes Satur­ 


day to Discuss Plans. 


City of Rushville Alleges Public Ser­ 


vice Commission 
is Without 


Jurisdiction.

Women of Rush county especially 
are urged to attend the 
meeting in 
the court house assembly room Sat­ 
urday afternoon at 
two 
o’clock, 
held for the purpose of discussing 
the proposal for a 
Purdue 
short 
course here this coming winter, a 
Chamber of Commerce statement on 
this topic says today. 


The chairman of the Purdue agri­ 
cultural extension committee of the 
Rush County Chamber of Commerce 
today received a letter 
from G. M. 
Frier, associate in charge of Purdue 
shorff courses and exhibits who will 
be at the meeting 
here 
Saturday, 
asking that as many women as pos­ 
sible be asked to attend. 


There is a big part in 
frlie 
short 
course of special interest t»f women 
and it is for that reason particularly 
that Mr. Frier u r g e s a good attend­ 
ance of women. 
The committee ex­ 
pects to extend, in this way, a gen­ 
eral invitation to every woman who 
feels the least 
bit 
interested 
to 
come to the meeting Saturday. 
There is not only much of interest 
in the short course to the women of 
Rush county, but there is good Hit 
of work that may lie done by them 
in arranging for the short 
course. 
The preparation 
will 
require 
the 
combined e ffo rts of a 
number 
of 
committees and there are places on 
a number which should he filled by 
women by all means. 
The question will be flecided de­ 
finitely Saturday whether a 
short 
course shall be, held here. The pur­ 
pose of the meeting is for Mr Frier 
to determine whether or not the sen­ 
timent here is favorable to such a 
project as the Purdue extension de­ 
partment p r o p o s e s . 
Mr. Frier will 
explain the value of the short course 
and at the time make plain the work 
incurred by the local committees. 
Purdue has 
conducted 
tanners 
short courses at several 
points in, 
Indiana the la>t few years. 
The in­ 
struction has been 
thorough 
and 
practical; and has given men 
and 
uVmien information that 
could 
be 
applied in the daily work 
on 
the 
farm and in the home. 
The demand for similar work this 
year is very large. 
There are plenty 
of counties who are in a 
receptive 
mood if Rush county is not. 
I he 
funds appropriated by the state are 
not sufficient to enable the extension 
department to hold more than twen­ 
ty short courses this winter and at 
the same time eare for farmers in­ 
stitutes, clubs, conferences etc. 
It 
will be possible to consider, there­ 
fore, only those places which are in 
a position to handle a short course 
in a good strong way; 
that is the 
people must be deeply interested in 
desiring it and willing to put up 
time and energy behind it so as to 
make it a success. 
The most essential thing is that 
the farmers, business men, Chamber 
of Commerce, the women, and coun­ 
ty and city school officials, in fact 
everyone shall interest themselves in 
this course and take an active part 
in, the plans to obtain it and carry it 
through to a successful conclusion. 
The work of the course will con­ 
sist of lectures with practical de­ 
monstrations in soils, crops, animal 
husbandry, 
dairying, 
horticulture,

Holds Companies 
Petitioning 
For 


Higher Rate Are Bound by Pre­ 


vious Contract With City. 


The city of Rushville, through its 
attorney, John 11. 
Kiplinger, 
has 
filed answers before the public ser- 
vice commission in the petitions of 
the Central Fuel Gas company and 
the Peoples Natural Gas company of 
this city for an increase 
in 
rates. 
The companies are limited to fifteen 


c e n ts a thousand cubic feet by their 
former franchise. 
They have sur­ 
rendered their franchises and a p ­ 
pealed to the public service commis­ 
sion to grant them an increase. 
The aqswers in each ease are the 
same, except that the names of the 
companies are changed. 


In the opening paragraph the city 
objects to the public service com­ 
mission assuming 
jurisdiction 
for 
the purpose of increasing the rates 
now charged or in any manner inter­ 
fering with the rates now’ charged or 
in any way fixing the rates that may 
be charged in the future by 
either 
company. 
The answers cites the city 
ordi­ 
nance passed August Iff, 1890, and 
presents it in full, pertaining to and 
regulating the price to be 
charged 
for natural gas, and restricting the 
public service corporations. 
Furth­ 
er on the amendment to section ten 
of the ordinance of August, 1890 is 
copied. 
The amendment was passed 
May 16, 1899. 
The amendment 
provided 
“that 
any corporation, firm, individual or 
company who have heretofore 
or 
may hereafter accept the provisions 
of this ordinance shall have the right 
inslead of using the foregoing sched­ 
ule (the 
one 
mentioned 
in 
the 
first ordinance and giving prices by 
stoves) to use meters in supplying 
customers with fuel gas, hut in no 
ease shall a higher rate 
than 
15 
cents per thousand be charged such 
consumer. 
And the common council 
of said city may hy ordinance fix the 
price to be charged 
per 
thousand 
feet at a lower rate whenever such 
council deems such 
action 
advis­ 
able.” 
The city in its answer to the public 
service commission objects to 
the 
grant of an increase in the present 
rate, because the acceptance of the 
ordinance and amendment by the two 
companies, by reason of which neither 
of the companies had no power or 
authority to charge a greater rate 
than fifteen cents. 
The 
following 
conclusions 
are 
reached at the end of each 
of the 
answ ers: 
“That by reason of the premises 
that said public service commission 
has no power or jurisdiction to in­ 
crease the rates of the (naming the 
company) or to interfere with the 
said rate- or charges in any manner 
whatever, and that said public ser­ 
vice commission is 
wholly 
without 
authority, 
pow’er 
or 
jurisdiction 
to determine 
in 
anywise, 
manner 
or 
form 
said 
matters, or 
to, fix 
or determine the amount 
which may 
or .can by charged by (naming 
the 
company) foij said gas. 
“Wherefore said city of Rushville, 
Indiana objects to said public ser­ 
vice commission granting 
an 
in­ 
crease in rates of said (naming the 
company) and objects to said public 
service commission in any 
manner 
whatsoever interfering with the rates

They Are Also Advancing in Argonne 


Region and Forest of Apremont, 


Paris Says. 


'am 
(By United Press.) 
Oct. 29.— The 
allie* 
are 
continuing to make progress against 
the Germans. 
This 
is 
especially 
noteworthy in the 
region 
between 
Ypres and Arras where the 
allies 
have taken a number of the German 
Trenches by a series of brilliant op- 
perations. 


This information was made public 
in the official communique. 
It was 
also stated that tlie allies are ad­ 
vancing in tlie Argonne region and in 
the forest of Apremont. 
Elsewhere 
along the long battle line it is stated 
that the conditions are unchanged. 


Actual physical 
exhaustion 
has 
seriously interfered with the lighting 
in Northern France. 
To that, and 
not to any serious defeat of the 
Germans is attributed the present 
slackening in tlie contest. 
The Ger­ 
mans have lost very heavily, far out 
of proportion to the casualties of 
the allies, but their second line, di­ 
rectly in the rear of the positions 
they vainly tried to carry by storm 
is intact. 
The allies have not 
a t­ 
tempted any general advance 
and 
both sides are contenting themselves 
with an exchange of s h o t s by the 
artillery all along the line. 


Despite information received here 
today from the front says that the 
Germans are still bringing up fresh 
reinforcements. 
Thousands of new 
troops from the reserve sections are 
proceeding 
south through Belgium, 
ft is expected that another attempt 
to advance will soon be under way 
along the line from Nieuport to Dix- 
mude and lad ween Lille and Arras. 
Meanwhile the allied lint's have been 
very strongly 
reinforced 
and are 
prepared, if ihe 
next 
assault 
is 
cheeked, to counter with a general 
offensive which, it is 
hoped, 
will 
force a German retirement all along 
the line. 
There is not the slightest doubt 
now that the Germans are contem­ 
plating active operations all winter. 
Their troops have all been supplied 
with 
heavy 
sheepskin 
overcoats, 
eggings and gloves and reports re­ 
ceived through Belgian sources de­ 
clare that enormous quantities of 
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Generals of 
Commerce

ficers are throwing a waytheir swords. 
They have found them useless 
in 
modern warfare. The high per vent­ 
age of fallen officers on the German 
side is being attributed to the carry­ 
ing of the weapon which marks them 


a s officers and makes them targets 
for concentrated fire. 
Discarded long ago by American 
army officers except as an ornament 
for dress parade Germans have clung 
tenaciously to the swprd as the tra­ 
ditional badge of an officer. Wound­ 
ed men have told me that hundreds 
have paid for it with their lives in 
the battles on the French front. 
“It is all very nice and grand to 
lead your company in a storm upon 
the enemy with sword in hand, hut 
it marks you for death,” 
said a 
major to me. 
“We have paid heavy 
toll to the sword so far as the in­ 


fan t r v i- 
concerned. 
When 
the. 
charge is sounded, the officers of a 
company spnug forward with h a s h ­ 
ing blade in hand to lead their men. 
The glean of the sword marks them 
as officers and the enemy immediate­ 
ly concentrates hi- fire upon them. 
That F why so many officers have 
fallen. 
Everything else 
has 
been 
done to make the officers a s ineon- 
spicious and 
as 
indistinguishable 
from the men a s possible, except the 
carrying of swords in battle. 
“ S c o re s o f officers at the fro n t 
now leave their swords in their quar­ 


ters. 
Many o f them now take a rifle 
in charging. 
It answers the double 


purpose of not 
marking them as 
special targets and of really being 
useful. 
Several times 1 have seen 
officers throw awtiy their swords and 
pick the rifle of a fallen soldier dur­ 
ing a battle. The present war, I be­ 
lieve, marks the 
passing 
of 
the 
sword on the battlefield so far as 
officers of infantry are concerned. 
Although the 
sword has proven 
useless for 
infantry officers, the 
lance, which a rm ie s 
of the world 
have largely discarded, is declared 
to be most effective a s a weapon for 
cavalry. 
The Germans have clung 
to the lance for the cavalry and of­ 
ficers declare that again and again 
in the fighting in Belgium, the lance 
has 
proven 
the 
weapon 
which 
spreads terror. The officers say that 
in charges the ever moving lance 
and fluttering pennons 
confuse tin* 
eye and aim of the enemy. 
W here 
the charge is made 011 the e n em y 's 
cavalry, the Germans 
with 
their 
lances have the advantage of a long 
reach and can thrust their opponent- 
through before they have a chance 
of using the sword. 
Formerly 
the Uhlans 
carried 
lances, hut practically 
the 
entire 
German 
cavalry 
lias 
now 
bene 
equipped with them. 
That explains 
why one never reads or hear- of any 
other cavalry patrols in Belgium ex­ 
cept “Uhlans.*’ 
It is -aid that even 
the cavalry Officers, recognizing the 
psychological effect of the lance and 
the fact that it is a better we apon 
than the sword, have added the lance 
to their equipment consisting of a 
-word and pistol.

Reform Measures.

Reform measures do not always 
reform, or produce the desired re­ 
sults expected from them, and this 
seems to be the ease in Colorado. 
The people of Colorado, of course, 
have a desire to have all the latest 
improvements— to 
be 
in 
the front 
rank in the way of progress. And so 
it has come to pass that all those 
new-fangled ideas th at were to cure 
the political ills were taken up and 
introduced— in other words, 
they 
gobbled all the bait that was thrown 
into the political winters, and swal­ 
lowed not only the bait, but hook, 
line and all. 


They have here. Woman Suffrage, 
the Initiative and Referendum, the 
Recall (not alone of public officers 
and judges of the courts, but of the 
decision of the judges as well), the 
prim ary 
election 
system, the p re­ 
ferential system of voting, c o m m i s ­ 
sion form of government, and what 
not. Politics are so 
perplexing and 
intricate here that it is difficulty for 
me to “get a line on it.’’ 


In two of my former articles I de­ 
scribed the “Recall,” and lately the 
“ Recall election” which was held re­ 
cently as a result of the recall peti­ 
tion, and which proved a complete 
fizzle. 
The officer sought to be re­ 
called, was re-elected by a large 
ma jority and is now better intrench­ 
ed in his office than before— he can 
now do a* he pleases, a s a second 
recall is not likely to be resorted to. 


Notwithstanding 
all 
the 
latest 
improved 
reform 
measures, 
the 
people of Colorado are not happy. 
They are “over-reformed.” 
A great 
deal of grumbling can be heard. 


The Pueblo Chieftain, the 
most 
reliable large city daily* in Colorado 
(the reputation of the Denver papers 
for reliability is below p a r), 
calls 
attention to the fact that all of the 
reform 
m easures 
introduced 
and 
adopted in Colorado, are exceedingly 
expensive 
on 
the 
taxpayers. 
It 
s a y s : 


“ We desire to call the attention of 
the taxpayers to one situation that 
we 
believe 
should 
be 
remedied, 
namely, the ever increasing amount, 
of taxes that are resulting from the 
adoption of the laws under the ini­ 
tiative and referendum. 
Practically 
all of the so-called reform measure* 
so fa r adopted have increased the 
burden of governmental expense. 
In 
some counties of the state it cost 
over $10 a vote to hold the primary 
election. 
The initiative and refer­ 
endum has cost for advertising alone 
over $120,000 and that does not in­ 
clude this year's hill*. 
The state tax 
commission has trebled the value of 
all property wjliich has resulted in a 
corresponding increase of 
expenses 
o f state taxes. 
The capítol building 
payroll today is three times a* large 
a* it was six year* ago. 
In 
fact, 
everything we have adopted in the 
way of reform has increased our ex- 
ponses and we believe you will say 
they have not increased I lie efficiency 
of our state government. 


“Notwithstanding 
all 
this, there 
are sixteen more propositions to be 
voted upon next election day, each 
of which will increase the cost of 
maintaining state government! there­ 
by increasing taxation. 
One of them 
the good roads amendment, is with­ 
out doubt meritorious and should he 
supported. 
The prohibition amend­ 
ment has it* friends and its enemies 
and each citizen should Vote on this 
a* his conscience and judgment dic­ 
tate. 
We are not supporting or op- 
posing the prohibition amendment! 
Wo arc supporting the good roads 
amendment, but on all the rest we 
plead with the voters of this com­ 
munity to vote “ NO.” 
One of the 
m easures upon which you must vote 
creates a commission on child wel­ 
fare and provides for the sending 
of Judge Benjamin B. Lindsey. Lil­ 
lian II. Kerr and Jo*cphine A. Roaehe 
as a commission to Europe to make 
investigations 
and 
report. 
These 
three people are named in the amend­ 
ment. 
Another proposed amendment 
provides for special elections to be 
called at the discretion of the gover­ 


n in ’ purely for the purpose of voting 
upon measures proposed under the 
initiative and referendum. 
A -pecial 


state election can not be held for less 
than $200,000 and yet any governor 
could, if he so chose, force a specia 
election on the people merely to sub­ 
mit a proposed law* or constitution» 
amendment. 
Another 
proposition 
provides for a lot of probation offi­ 
cers in each county to do the work 
now being done by the sheriff, and it 
does not reduce the number of em­ 
ployes in the sheriff’s office. 
Stil 
another provides for an increase in 
the amount 
of indebtedness which 
may be contracted by the officials of 
any other town or city. Another pro­ 
vides that one board sitting in the 
capitol shall have the exclusive power 
of valueing for 
taxation 
purposes 
every item of property in the state. 
Under this amendment the county a s ­ 
sessor becomes a clerical officer only. 
Under another the legislature is given 
the power to submit all of the law 
it enacts to the people and to con­ 
tract for the advertising of the same 
in any m anner it deems proper, or 
to delegate the power to contract for 
the advertising of same to some com­ 
mittee or commission. 
There is not a ( single proposition 
save the good roads amendment and 
the 
prohibition 
amendment 
that 
should merit the support of a single 
taxpayer. 
Vote “NO” on all of them 
except these two and on these two 
vote for good roads and as your con­ 
science dictates on the wet and dry 
proposition.” 
Motto— Beware of 
new 
fangled 
political reform m easures!

“ European Democracy must purge 
itself of parasitic institutions” Hdi- 
on declared, before they will be a 
possibility of world peace.

When the high schools and a c a ­ 
demies in any state 
stop 
sending 
trained football men tí) the colleges 
and universities, then the higher in­ 


stitu tion s must take the raw material 
and work with it until it is presen­ 
table! 
Coaches have been heard to 
say they prefer raw men, for they are 
“teachable,” but the fact 
is 
th at 
y ear after y ear raw material 
will 
slow up any team. 
Two games play ed by the Indiana 
secondary colleges this y ear would 
indicate the true condition of affairs, 
— th at the secondary colleges of this 
state are not up to the standard set 
by colleges in Illinois and Ohio. Earl- 
ham lost to Wittenberg, 
an 
Ohio 
school, 24 to 10. 
DePauw lost 
to 
Lake Forest, Illinois, 20 to 0. 
DePauw is, with Wrabash, consid­ 
ered the most likely candidate for 
secondary honors in Indiana. 
Yet 
DePauw 
was outclassed 
by 
Lake 
Forrest. DePauw was strong enough 
to hold Indiana 13 to 6. 
From this 
comparison it would seem that a good 
Illinois 
secondary team could win 
from one of Indiana’s conference re­ 
presentatives in the early part of 
the season. 
Of 
course, 
we 
must 
recognize that Indiana’s showing a- 
gainst Northwestern 
was 
marked 
improvement. 
Earlham 
held Butler even, and 
these two schools should rank with 
Franklin and nex t to W abash and 
DePauw, y et 
Earlham was 
easily 
beaten by Wittenberg. 
This Ohio 
school r a nks low. 
The sporting edi­ 
tor of the Columbus Citizen summed 
up for me W ittenberg’s standing n< 
follow s: 
“There are at least a dozen teams 
in Ohio which ought to defeat W it­ 
tenberg without the slightest trouble, 
in fact, Wittenberg is by 
fa r 
the 
weakest team in the Ohio conference” 
Comparative scores would indicate 
that the weakest team in the Ohio 
conference of schools would have a 
fair chance to cop from the strong­ 
est teams of the J. C. A. L.

The blaze started in the

away. 
Then

that help was asked from Niagara 


F a lls. 
From thef Adamite plant the 


lire spread to the big plant of the 
Buffalo Sled Company and the de­ 


partment store of F. S. 
Pasehens, 
causing heavy loss. 


M any houses werq damaged by 


the tons of water poured on them to 


save them from being wiped out by 


the flames. 
Other factories in the 
tire zone suffered losses.
